Evening Schools. 

Evening schools owe their existence 
to the Rev. Thomas Charles, who about 
1811 set up one at Bala, Wales, which — 
proved to be quite successful. In 1839 
or 1840 the English Bishop Hinds 
‘strongly recommended such schools for 
poor adults, who, on account. of en- 
forced labor, had no chance. to secure 
an education. The idea was taken in 
hand by the British privy couneil in 
1861, and from that date evening 
schools, began to be considered seri- 
ously. At the present time they are 
numerous throughout Great Britain, 
America and many other leading na- 
tions.

FLIES FLEE FROM BLUE. 


The Germ Laden Pests Either Fear or 
Hate \That Color. 

| The Arabs have long known that files 
fear or hate the color blue, and that is . 
why the houses in many of their towns‘ 
are calcimined in a light blue tint, ‘ Be- 
fore the French Academy of Sciences 
recently Messrs. Galaine and Houl- 
beert described the results of thetr. ob- 
servations on the eyesight of flies. The 
only light that these insects see really 
well is white: their eyes do not see vio- 
let and indigo at all; the vibrations of 
the blue an4 green rays are disagree- 
able to them; and red: has the effect of 
darkness. Yellow alone of all the col- 
ored rays is tolerated as well as white. 

The solar spectrum as seen by the 
eyes of a fly begins at green and ends 
at bright orange. The practical con- 
clusion to be. drawn from this is ‘that. 
when a room has blue window panes, 
the flies therein become as inactive as

The Aegean. island of ‘Chios is the 
‘subject of a striking communication 
to the Nationai 
from Ernest Lloyd Harris, a part of 
which is issued as the foligwing bulle- 
tin: 

“Chios, which is separated from the 
mainland of Asia Minor. by the strait 

of Chios, only four and a half miles 


tention between Turk and Greek, and 


} during the earlier part of the nine- 


teenth century it was -the scene of 
some of the bloodiest tragedies mapas 
to history. - 

“As early as 700-B. C.:it was one of 
the richest apd. most important mem- 
bers of the Ionian union. 
puted with Smyrna the honor of being 
the birthplace of Homer. When the 
lonian cities rebelled against the Per- 


sian yoke Chios manned and equipped 


100. ships and sént- them: tothe bat- 
tle of -Lade....This stands for some- 
‘thing when we take into considéra- 
tion the fact-that at that time—name- 
ly, 494 B. C.—the pepulatien of the 
island numbered only 30,000 freemen 
and 100,000 slaves. 

“Chios has been, in turn, yes Per- 
sian, Athenian, Romin, Italian, Tur- 


kish, and finally, in 1913, after ‘a’ ‘sep: - 


aration of nearly 2,300 years, it was 
united once more to the parent ‘coun- 
try, Greece 
agine, a little island of 318 square 
miles whict has changed masters so 


many times necessarily ‘must have |- 
suffered much. from the strife which- 


swept over it. 
“Twice has this island ibis visited 


.by terrible earthquakes. The first was 


away back in 17 A. D., and it was 
only through the fostering care of the 
Emperor Tiberius that the people were 
able to make a fresh start. The sec- 
ond was in 1881, when the town of 
Kastro was. practically laid waste. 
Mosques, churches and dwelling houses 
disappeared into the bowels of the 
earth, engulfing no less than 5,000 peo- 
ple. This earthquake visited the whole 
‘island, and many beautiful and his- 
toric monasteries, some of which con- 


| tained priceless objects of art, valuable 


‘libraries and monuments. of antiquity. 
were completely lost. 

“But in spite of all these waewdauiten 
Chios has also seen many happy days. 
Even in the old days of the lonian 
union it was celebrated on account of 
its commerce and industries, especially 
for its native wine and the manufac- 
ture of beds and: sofas. 
the island was ruled as an insular 
province and enjoyed several hundred 
years of almost unbroken peace and 
prosperity. 
| “Chios’ real troubles virtually began 
with the Greek war of independence. 
Somewhat against the will of the peo- 
ple, the island became involved in this 
struggle and was visited by a massacre 
which appalied humanity. In 1822 the 
captain pasha appeared before Kastro 
with a powerful fleet and landed an 
army of Moslems, who slaughtered in 
the space of two months no less than 
30,000 Chians, while 32,000 were sold 
into’ slavery. The entire island was 
given over pillage, and scarcely a 
village, church or convent was spared 
the flames. 
“These acts of ferocity did not go un- 
avenged. While the Moslems were rav- 
aging Chios the islanders of Psara and 
Hydra were planning an attempt on 
the Turkish fleet, which was lying in 
the outer harbor of Kastro, just off the 
Genoese citadel. The authors of this 
“bola strike were Constantine’ Canaris 
‘and George Pepines. They arranged 
two brigs as fire ships and manned 
them with a chosen band of desperate 
men. 

“The lights hanging at the masts of 
the Turkish ships were so dim that 
the Chians were enabled completely to 
surprise the unsuspecting crew at 
midnight. The brig commanded by 
Canaris immediately grappled with the 
captain pasha’s flagship and set it on 
fire. Pepine was equally successful. 
and another battleship went up in 
flames. With shouts of ‘Victory to the 
Cross!’ the old time war cry of Byzan- 
tium, the islanders escaped in a launch 
which they had in tow without the 
loss of a single man. Practically the 
whole of the captain pasha’s fleet was 
destroyed, and 2,800 lives were lost. 

“There is an old Greek monastery 
about an hour's ride from Kastro 
which is a grewsome monument of this 
period. Its walls and alcoves are faced 
with the skeletons of the Chians mas- 
sacred in this neighborhood. 

“One of the chief products of Chios is 
gum mastic, an astringent which is 
grown in the southern part of the 
It is used as.a gum/and also 
distilled, as a liquid, which-is used 
throughout the Levant as an appetizer 
immediately before meals. It is‘an in- 
toxicant if used immoderately. 

“One feature of the scenery of Chios 
is the picturesque old windmills which 


crown the ridges and slopes along the. 
coast. The wheels are of very large di-. 


mensions and are “fitted with sails, 
which supply the motive power for 
grinding corn. Owing to the possible 


visitation of earthquakes, the houses . 
are rarely more than two stories high - 


and when scattered: along the country- 
side are usually surrounded by olive or. 
pepper trees, which add much to the 
bene and charm of the island.”

The-killet’ whale usually travels ani. 
hunts in “schools” 
three to a dozen or more-individuals 
Unlike’ most whales, the members « 
these schools do not travel in a; strag 
gling party, but swim side by side 
their movements as regulerly timed a> 
those of soldiers. A regularly space 
row of advancing long black fins swift 
ly cutting the undulating surface ov 
the sea produces a singularly sinist«:

Dr. CAMPBELL CONDUCTS. 
THE CHAPEL SERVICE 


Dr. J. O. Campbeli was the 
chapel speaker at the service last 
Sabbath evening. “The text of 
the Serm) was, the fourth verse 
of the fifteenth of Luke. “What 
man of you having an) hundred 
sheep, if he lose one of them, doth 
not leave the ninety and nine in 
the wilderness, and go after that 
which is lost until he find it? 

This was’spoken by Christ in 
answer to charges brot against 
Him by the Pharisees. It reveals 
the divine love of Jesus for — the 
sinner, and the joy in’ Heaven 
over the saving of the lost soul. 
To meet the charges of the Phar- 
isees, Jesus, here as in other plac¢- 
es, directs His answer and appeal 
straight to the human heart. This 
appeal suggests the characteristic 
irait of Jesus as a teacher and 4 
preacher. He reveals His. pow¢r 
by appealing to the common ex-- 
perience of common life, and it is 
remarkable that these appeals are 
flawless. It suggests also that 
primarily the appeal of the gospel 
is not to reason or the intellect, 
but to the human heart. Scholar- 
ship, reverent criticism are valua- 
ble, but Christ’s primary appeal 


is profoundly to the human heart. 


Where many fail is in approach- 
ing the gospel as a system of ab- 
stract reasoning, when in reality 
it is dynamic, appealing directly 
to human experience. To the 
Pharisees the cross of Christ was 
a stumbling block because they 
looked at it purely from the legal 
standpoint, and/as a legal matter. 
Christianity is to make, men fit. 


Tis a matter of life, and we must: 


approach it along that line. And 
the natural channel is to follow 


Him in the way. Then shall we 


know Him as truth and experi- 
ence Him as truth, 
Further, this suggests man as 
the vehicle of God’s revelation. 
His.great revelation is thru men 
who have experienced His. power 
in their lives.

A correspondent asks how the apple 
came to be named as the fruit of the 
temptation in the garden ' of Eden 
when the original Hebrew'text and all’ 
of the translations speak only of the 
fruit of the tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil.

We made fairly good time dows hill, 
but our train was heavy.

One would: not know by the ap- 
pearances. so far that any war waged 
in the land.

-The French are good fotesters. They 
plant the flat wet land in some kind 
of a tree.

They seem to 
use the sprouts for something, for 
large trunks about eight feet high 
bear nothing but sprouts. We saw 
cart loads of these straight rods in 
the cities. 

The French also cultivate pine for- 
ests. They plant the trees very close. 
Some places they were trimming out 
the under branches. I never saw. 
much value in forestry. till traveling 
here. _ Just think how lasting would be 
one’s efforts when expended upon a 
young forest. The fruits of the labor 
would be gathered a century later. 
dhe’ frencn. seein to ‘aid nature in 
beautitying this historic land. Wher- 
ever there is a pond of spring it is 
well cleaned out and the slues wailed 
with stones of the neld. But it is an 
oid country and people used to have

Our Christmas eve was spent on a 
train almost to our déstination. I 
could write a heap for it was queer. 
We, those in our coach, sang Silent 
Night. We thought of hanging up our 
socks, but if we had—our feet would 
have gotten cold—and we would have 
had to tie the toes and. heels, for our 
others were in our barracks bags on a 
freight. We knew what we would get 
in. our socks—a box ‘of hard tack, a 
can of tomatoes, maybe beans, or a 
can of beef. We didn’t hang up our 
socks, because we would get all the 
things mentioned anyhow, then the 
chances were poor that Santa could 
find us out here on our way “some- 
where.” Don’t think we were sad. I! 
just wish you could have seen the jol- 
ly boys, “kidding” each other—Oh! 
Ho! It’s great to be “over here.” 
Guess I can say we didn’t know | 
where were were going. Christmas | 
morning, after a good rest, we found 
ourselvés on a quiet side track, alone. ! 
Finally we started out about 8:30 and ' 
Saw some cantonments. By: 12, about 
the time you were getting out of bed, 
we were in our new home.

Burnell R. Ford, renowned 
electrical wizard and scientist, 
delighted a large audience the 
Second U. P..church last M 
night. Mr. Ford appeared as fre 
fourth attraction on the Com- 
munity Lecture Course. 

The electrical wizard perform- 
ed some remarkable experiments 
and: demonstrated to the audi- 
ence that the field of electricity 
is just. in its infancy.

I went 
away with the determination that 
I would come back as good mor- 
ally as when I went away» and I 
now feel assured that I can easily 
do it.’ Yau will never know how 
much I appreciate my early train- 
ing, for under circumstances like 
these the early environment is the 
one that plays the strongest part. 
I feel sorry for the men who. did 
not get it,-for these are trying 
times for them. Not because they 
are thrown into bad surroundings 
for they are not at all. I think 
conditions here are. such that 
make the men safer morally than 
in the United States. The gov 


ernment makes them behave, for, 


they are representatives of our 
people at home. They are not 
free to do as they please at all, 
and the penalty for the violation 
is the most extreme..

I have seen many strange sigtits 
today. Saturday is market day, 
and they really do have some mar- 
ket..

Even 
horses, cattle, etc., are put up for 
sale, and these people seem to be 
very shrewd in their dealings.

“Somewhere in France” is a good 
term to use, for the exact-location 
means very little anyway.; It 
doesn’t even méan much to us.

No factory ‘should ‘be closed and no 
person should be deprived of work as 
long as the products can- find a market 
unless other work can be found for the 
plant and the tollers, which is of more 
importance to the nation. . There. are, 
no suc hthings as nonessentials in our 
industries; Some are needed more 
than others, but all serve some pur- 
pose, if no more than to please the eye, 


If work can be found for all in produc-~ 


ing foods, clothing, munitions of war,, 
ships and other things of prime neces-; 
sity which help win the war let them: 


have precedence, but avoid causing in-; 


voluntary idleness. 
. To hold and increase our foreign: 
trade the industries that supply goods 
forexport must not be disorganized or: 
we shall be at the mercy of our com-' 
petitors when peace is restored. Bng-' 
land, wisest of nations in trade affairs, 
is doing all that is possible to maintain: 
her for eign | trade and supplant + her 
edpada in international markets and’ 
while doing so is looking after her own 
interests without taking others into ac-' 
count. This policy is not conflicting, 
with her efforts to win the war. 

~ When a-workman is idle the commu- 
nity loses his value as a producer and 
the cost of supporting him. It makes. 
no difference whether he is fed by rela- 
tives or friends or in a public institu-. 
tion or by unorganized charity or by. 
his spending part or all of his savings, 
the-double loss is the same.. Idleness 
is the worst waste. We must practice 
economy, but, as President McGarrah 
of the Mechanics and Metals Bank of: 
New York says: “Th advised and im-. 
‘petuous economy, meaning unemploy-. 
ment and closed factories, would be: 
“Wemoralizing. It As evident to every 
thinking man that business must be. 
sustained and the conversion of indus-' 
try carefully brought about whereby 
the nation’s energies are transferred 
from the ale hiageechg, of the needs of 
the army and navy.” Some of our im- 
portant industries have already been 
hurt by the negative economy which 
he criticises. We must not weaken our 
podies and our finances by abstinence 
born of panic. 

If a man hoards a dollar or a bag of 
sugar it benefits no one while he holds 
it. If he lends a dollar or gives or 
sells the sugar to the government for 
the prosecution of the war he helps the 
nation.. The hoarder is worse than the 
spendthrift. We must economize, but 
we must neither hoard nor remain idle. 
Money wisely spent is not wasted; 
money spent for nonessentials is put 
to poor use, but remains in circulation. 
Money hoarded ts valueless while in 
that condition. Let us keep money in 
circulation and labor at wo.. Let us 
give preference to the requirements of: 
the nation, but keep labor employed in 
some way until the government can 
find work for all, It is unlikely that 
the government can do that, so we 
shall have surplus labor, including an 
army of women, who ean produce real 
wealth for. export ‘and domestic trade. 
The panic which obsesses the minds of 
some officials, if allowed to spread, can 
do more harm than’ an invading host.— 
Industrial Conservation, New York.

To Bible Class 


‘The Reality Thatis Af- 
ter All Worth While’ 
--A Fine Lesson 


Dr. W. Charles Wallace ad- 
dressed the Y. M. Bible class 
Sabbath morning at its ‘first meet- 
ing of the new school year. He 
spoke on the subject, “The Real- 
ity. That is After All Worth 
While,” using a verse from the 
book of Numbers as his text, 
“And the ark of the covenant of 
Jehovah went before them.” 

Dr. Wallace spoke of the long 
caravan of the people of Israel 
winding its.way across the. des- 
ert, at first sight seeming to be no 
different from the other caravans 
which crossed and recrossed that 
eastern waste, but, however, dis- 
tinguished ‘from those others by 
the’ fact that the people of that 
caravan were eminently con; 
scious of a covenant relation with 
God. And as a remjnder and as 
a symbol of that covenant, there 
went before the caravan of this 
people “the ark of the covenant 
At first thot this 


all the reverence which they paid 
to at, seems to us’ superstition. 
But it was not SO. The’ great 
center truth of Judaism was rep- 
resented there—the truth that 
God and they belonged to one an- 
other. And that .center-truth 
meant,to them two things—guid- 
ance and protection. How far 
away all this seems to us now! 
But we shall see there a possible 
‘picture of our own life—the soul 
led and protected by its covenant 
relation to God, And the word 
‘covenant’ the Jew had, not in 
the harshér meaning which has 


crept into it in these days of ours,

Under the direction of the Pennsyl- 
vania committee of Public Safety the 
Reserve is now recruiting an industri21 
army of 25,000 boys. They will b2 
guided in their activities by John C. 
Frazee, Federal Director for this State, 
and a corps of district superintend- 
ents. ‘ 

The aims of the Reserve are: First, 
the organization, and, second, the 
preparation of ‘boys for. emergency 
service in all lines of work. The mot- 
to of the boys who enroll is . “I will 
‘be ready.” The Reserve will find use- 
ful work for them and if necessary 
will instruct them in the work. 


‘Service Badge Given. 


You may enroll by obtaining the con- 
sent of your parents or. guardians, 
whether you are now employed or not. 
Boys: who are employed join with the 
idea of becoming more useful to their 
country by learning to produce more 
at their present work. They will ~ot 
be urged to change their employment, 
but only to become more proficient at 
it. 

Boys who are not now at work, but 
who attend school, may enroll and will 
be instructed: in some line of industry 
fitted to their abilities. Working hours 
will be arranged so that «their educa- 
‘tion will not be interférréa with. All 
boys enrolling will receive at once the 
handsome button of the Pennsylvania 
By loyal service they may 
earn the bronze badge of the Reserve 
which is a reproduction of the seal of 
the United States suitably inscribed 
and numbered. Appropriate wages will 
be paid’while boys are at. work. 

Working conditions will be carefully 
supervised so that members of the 
Reserve shall be protected against all 
forms of physical and moral injury. 
‘There is nothing of a military charac- 
ter about the Reserve, its training or 
its work.and members may -withdraw 
whenever their parents or guardians 
so desire. 


That is why no one—not even boys.) 


—should be allowed to think that war 
fs only the soldier’s business. This 
war is the;business of. every man, 
every womah, every boy and every girl 
in America who, by their work, can 
be of use to American troops. 

Primarily, war, because it is de- 
structive, taxes to the utmost the pro- 
ductive energy ~f the nation engaged. 
At the same time it weakens the pro- 
ductive ,forces by taking all of the 
able-bodied men from farms, work- 
Shops and business to do the fighting. 

One million American soldiers, the 
pick of the country’s manhood recruit- 
ed from the various industries, will 
‘soon be at grips with the’enemy, and 
‘workers, must be found to fill their 
Places. Additional workers must be 
located to prdduce the excess quanti- 
ties of supplies that these one million 
soldiers will require, and the supplies 
our European allies | need.

Indeed, for.a time ft seemed that 
for various reasons such: «sports 
‘as football and“ other games 
equally popular in the college 
world, would . be eliminated: 
There were two \ phases to this 
conjecture. In the first place the 
lack of necessary material to 
maintain a high standard of col- 
lege athletics would be inevitably 
out of the question. lso by the 
enforcement of the draft and by 
voluntary enlistments coaches 
would be compelled to give up 
besides, it seemed to some selfish 
and unpatriotic for colleges, \1n 
this crisis time, to endeavor ‘to 


continue their accustomed sports. 


while others were willingly sac- 
rificing their lives in the trenches 
However, this objection to the 
continuance, of athletics was 
eradicated when the decision was 
reached by the committee from 
the American colleges afid uni- 
‘versities which recently met in 
conference at Washington, that 
{by all means the former interest 
aud enthusiasm in such 
should be restored. It was force- 
fully urged by Secretary of War, 
Baker, that such be the attitude 
of American colleges during the 
period of the present crisis. It 
is obviors that to.do away with 
intercollegiate ath!etics at such a 
time would inevitablv mean a no- 
ticeable abatement of the so-call- 
ed “college spirit”. A lack of 
proper interest in.our institutions 
would be the greatest calamity 
which could befall a nation whose 
mission in the present war is the 
civilization of the world. 

With: <hes. few. facts_in mind,

Of 
course, under present conditions 
it will be almost impossible to 
maintain our usual standard of 
football efficiency, but it will be 
our.aim toido the best we can re- 
eardless of the adverse circum- 
Istances under which we are labor- 
ing.

Il. Response to the Proclamation of 
Cyrus (vv. 5, 6). 

(1) By Israel (v. 5). Strange to say 
the decree of Cyrus was not met with 
great enthusiasm. Only a small num- 
ber, chiefly from Judah and Benjamin, 
returned (v. 5).. For most of them it 
meant giving up business interests, for 
they had settled down to the regular 
callings of life. Besides the sacri- 
fice of business interests it involved 
great risks as to the future. The en- 
tire company, including servants, was 
about fifty thousand (2:64).. Of this 
company we note the following divi- 
sions; first, chiefs of the fathers of 
Judah and Benjamin, that is magis- 
trates; second, priests and Levites, 
leaders in religion; third, skillful ar- 
tificers, head workmen. . 

(2) By Their Neighbors (v. 6). This 
response was apparently more hearty 
than that of the Jews themselves. 
Their neighbors gave freely of gold, sil- 
ver, beasts and goods, God had not 
only graciously disposed the heart of 
Cyrus toward his people, but they 
found peculiar favor from their neigh- 
bors, so that their wants were abund- 
antly supplied. 

Ill, Restoration of the Saéred Ves- 
sels (vv. 7-11). 
carried away to Babylon many years 
before. Little did Nebuchadnezzar re- 
alize that he would put into safe keep- 
ing the vessels which would be needed 
at this time. They were carefully num- 
bered and turned over to the proper 
officers. Except for their desecration 
in Belshazzar’s feast, they were none 
the worst for having been carried away. 
These were brought up to Jerusalem 
from Babylon.

BOMBS FROM AIRPLANES. 


Simpie Device That Aids In Dropping 
the Missiles Accurately. 

At the numerous aerial bombing 
schools pilots aud observers are taught 
now to drop bombs accurately on sta 
moving objects on the 
ground and on_ captive balloons: 
Bombs of all classes are used, from the 
eight pound high explosive bomb to the 
200 pound bomb us well as the pho» 
phorus and rochambite bombs. 

The instrument that is used in direct. 
ing the placing of a bomb on:che object 
aimed at is a simple device and is pro 
vided with several adjustments that 
can be made almost in$tantly. One ot 
these gives the speed at which the ma, 
chine is traveling, another is an or di. 
nary water level, and both in conjunc 
tion with two mirrors which show the 
pilot the ground below serve to aim 
the bomb. The wind has to be serious 
ly considered when dropping bombs 
and mort bombs are dropped up wind. 

Bomb dropping is a most important 
branch of the air service, and pilots 
have been known to drop bombs on en- 
emy trains and transports from fairly 

good heights and also on the vita: 
parts of bridges and on gepots anc 
railway junctions, munition plants, aer- 
odromes and submarine bases.—Scien- 
ie American.

With 
the worship of her husband’s pa- 
triotism and bravery in her soul, 
-¢the mother had brought the bo yeup 
to be a straight thinking, straight 
acting youngster. I had watched 
the boy grow up, and I was proud 
of hir- 

When war was declared it did 
net take the boy long to make up 
his mind that he ought to enlist, 
and his mother agreed with him. 
It was a perfectly natural decision 
for him to make. The training that 
he had received from his. mother, 
and his pride in his father’s deyo- 
tion to the country, made any 
‘other course seem pitifully weak to 
fhe boy, and, besides, he had a } 
keen appreciation of the justice of 
the cause for which the United 
, States is fighting. He did not ask } 
for advice as to himself. He was | 
perfectly clear about what he } 
‘should do. But he was disturbed | 
about his mother. Was he doing 
right to leave her? Knowing both 
the boy and the mother as I did, I 
knew that after they had made up 
their minds anything that I might } 
gay would be useless.

‘What a War Loan Is 


A’ great war loan is simply the 
5 device by which we are able, with 
the least inconvenience and disrup- 
tion of our national machinery, to 
sift whatever portion of it is need- 
ed from its ordinary work into the 
work of fighting. It does not rep- 
resent, save partially, an actual 
transfer ‘of cash; it is a Gredit oper-, 
ation, whereby subscribers to the 
loan turn over to the Government, 
for use in its war program for 'the 
general benefit, part of the credit 
machinery at their disposal, which 
they would otherwise have em- 
ployed in procuring things for 
‘their individual benefit. Vjewed in 
this way, the six or seven billions 
of war debt can fairly be compared’ 
to the $230,000,000,000 of productive 
wealth of the United States. It 
-amounts only to a fraction of the in- 
come from that $230,000,000,000, 
and, consequently, even if it repre- 
sented a total loss—which it does 
not by any means—it would be a 
loss that we might fairly expect. to 
bear.

| RYE SEEDED AS COVER CROP 


Planted. in cornfields It ieorend? 
Can Be Utilized as Late Fall or . 
Spring fa Pasture. ae: 


Rye ‘steed as a@ cover crop in! corn- 


fields can frequently be utilized for |- 


late fall and early spring pasture, or 
ean be allowed to mature and be 
hogged down with) satisfactory results. . 

At the last cultivation of corn, rye 
can be seeded at the rate of six to 
eight pecks per acre. It will furnish 
nutritious pasturage by fall in favor-, 
able seasons. In the spring the crop 
may be used for pasture or plowing 
under, or hogs may be turned into the 
field after the grain is ripe. 

Six pigs averaging 44 pounds in 
weight were fed. on a quarter of an 
acre of rye for 49 days at the Ohio 
experiment station. During this time 
they! made an ‘average daily gain of 
half a: ‘pound, ‘While hogging down the 
rye the pigs were fed a fifth of a 
pound of tankage ‘apiece daily. 

Rye as a general rule cannot com- 
[on with corn for hogging down, ac-, 
1ecording. to specialists at the experi- 
ment station. ‘It may be substituted 
economically for corn when ‘it is diffi- | 
cult to harvest and. thresh and when’ 
its price per pound is about the same 
as that of corn,

a ea te ee 


ee one of the most patriotic 
and enthusiastic meetings ever 
yeld in New Wilmington, the 
campaign of the Y. M.'C A, to 
raise $35,000,000 for use in war 
relief work was presented to the 
people of this community on Sat- 
urday evening, November 10, at 
the Second U. P. Church, in a 
manner which left no doubt of 
the need involved and the wisdom 
of the expenditure. Through the 
efforts of the Public Safety Com- 
mittee of Lawrence County co- 
operating. with the county Y. M. 
-C. A., five wounded Canadian-sol- 
diers, survivors of the holocaust 
in Europe were brought to New 


Castle and.sent to different locali-. 


ties to make speeches in support 
of this movement. New. Wil- 
mington has undertaken the task 
of raising $1,000 for this cause 
by voluntary contributions, and, 
if the enthusiasm manifested on 
last Saturday night is a plausible 
/ criterion, no difficulty will be ex- 
perienced in reaching the goal set. 
Rev. Dr. R. G. Ferguson pre- 
sided as chairman and introduced 
Rev. Little of the New Castle 
Presbyterian Church, as the first 
speaker. In a brilliant and pleas- 
ing speech, Rev. Little outlined 
in brief the need of the Y. M. C. 
A. and the plans for the expendi- 
ture of the sum to be raised in 
the installation of “huts” along 
every battle line of Europe. In 
clear, concisé, epigrammatic lan- 
guage, Sergeant McKenzie, of the 
First Canadian Riflemen, thrilled 
the audience by his revelations oi 
the horrible conditions prevailing 
along the battle lines of Flanders. 
Sergeant McKenzie twice .went 
“over the top,” the first time in 
the Somme offiensive. whence he 
escaped unscathed as one of nine- 


--ty surviving members of an entire. 


battallion. In the terrible on- 
slaught of Vimy Ridge, he was 
one of. sixty-threé who escaped 
from his regiment; but in this 
charge he sustained the wounds 
which. make him a cripple for life 
for in this battle one of his limbs 
and a part of 4n arm was_ torn 
from jhis body by an_ exploding 
shell. As this man, a cripple for! 
life, stood before the audibagss! 
seemingly breathing the atmos- 
phere of battle and bringing direct: 
to this country the tales of the, 
slaughter and carnage, many real-_| 
ized for:the first time the rearness| 
of the war and the terrible gravi- 
ty of the situation which § con- 
fronts us. The crowd paid Ser- 
geant McKenzie a tribute: which 
is his dec, for the part which he 
has played in this. war which is 
now ours as wellas his. 
Mr. Brown of the Public  Safe-

“CANTONMENT” be 
PUZZLES MANY 


Do you know how to. pro- 
nounce “Cantonment?” The 
word looms so large in our vocab- 
ulary at present that everyone 
needs to use it, yet one hears so 
many..different pronuncitions. that 
he is puzzled which one to em- 
ploy. An interesting letter on the 
subject appeared last week in the 
Washington Star; we reprint it 


| for the satisfaction it will give our 


readers : 
How do you pronounce. ‘“can- 
tonment?” Have you lost any 
bets on it? Do you know that it 
is mfspronounced by about fifty 
per cent of our army officers and 
government employes? Do’ you 
know how it is pronounced by 
President Wilson -and by  Secre- 
tary .Baker, and that they are 
among the vefy few who pro- 
nounce it correctly? Do you 
know how it is pronounced by the 
leading: American educators and 
how it is recorded by the leading 
lexicographers 
language? 


Since the word recently came 


into common use one has’ been 
accustomed to hearing from offi- 
cers and privates in the army and 
from persons of education in the 
other walks of hfe the pronuncia- 
tion “can-tone-ment” with the ac- 
cent on the second syllable. and 
the “o” as in the word go. | Ak 
though it may surprise a number 
of government officials, the ‘“‘can- 
tone-ment” pronunciation is in- 
correct. It is not supported by a 
single authority in the English 
language and is not recorded by a 
single lexicographer. ere 

Inquiry at the War _ Depart- 
ment develops that the’ erroneous 
form of ‘pronunciation received 
such a good start in its beginning 
that it will be a man’s size job to 
check it 
himself says that he uses the ‘can- 
tone-ment’ pronunciation, and 
that it seems to be in:current use 
in the department, although he 
has not: consulted authorities © on 
the subject. 

At the White house it is said 
that the erronéous form is some- 
times heard from visiting govern- 
ment men, but that the pronunci- 
ation recorded as “preferred” by 
the latest edition of the New 
Standard Dictionary —‘‘can-toon- 
meni’’—accent on the second syl- 
lable, is more frequently heard.

Our problem is to féed our allies this 
winter by sending them as much ‘Pood 
as we can of the most concentrated nu- 
tritive- value in the least shipping space 
These foods are wheat, beef, pork, dairy

Our solution isto eat less of  tliese 
and more of other foods of which we 
have an abundance, and to waste less 
of all foods. 

Bread and CerealstHave at least” one 
Ww heatless meal a day. Use corn, gats, 
rye, barley, or mixed) cereal rolls, gauf- 
fins, and breads in place “of white byBad 
certainly for one meal, and if possible 
for two. Eat less cake and pastry. 

As to the white, bread if you Apuy 
from a baker, order it a day in advance 
then he will not bake beyond his needs. 
Cut the loaf on-the table and only as 
required. . Use stale Hread for toast and 
cooking. : 


Meat—Use more pouitry, rabbitelipina ences
